Top *3.4 Million

Building permits valued at
more than $3.4 million were is-
sued by the city of Torrance
during November, bringing to
Bearly $40 million the value of
hew construction during the cur-
rent year.

John J. McKinnon, superin-
tendent of building and safety,
said 140 building permits and
31 mechanical permits were is-
sued during the month. Actual
valuation of the permits was
pegged at $3,479,440.

A total of 2,540 permits have
been issued by the city since
Jan. 1 for a total valuation of
$30,979,265, McKinnon added.
